Bungay’s  mid  196I  population,  as  estimated  hy  the  Registrar 
General  and  uhicii  is  Based  on  the  1961  Census  shows  a decrease  of 
twenty  from  the  corresponding  period  a year  previously,  hut  an 
increase  of  97  from  the  1951  Census  figures. 

The  Adjusted  Death  Rate,  this  year,  is  about  the  same  as  for 
England  and  Wales, 

Tiie  number  of  births  registered  is  the  lov/est  for  several  years 
and  the  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  is  much  below  the  Rational  Average, 

Maternal  Mortality  was  again  nil  and  has  been  so  far  at  least 
twelve  years. 

Measles  was  again  the  most  prevalent  infectious  disease  notified 
and  nearly  all  the  cases  occurred  during  the  first  five  months  of 
the  year. 

One  new  case  was  added  to  the  tuberculosis  register  during  the 
year  and  three  cases  were  removed,  leaving  a total  of  29  persons 
at  the  31st  December  I96I, 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  water  undertaking  administered  by 
this  Authority  will  be  transferred  to  the  East  Anglian  Water  Company 
together  with  the  undertakings  of  Beccles,  Halesworth,  Lothingland 
and  'Wainford  by  about  the  middle  of  1962,

ADJUSTED  BIRTH  DEATH  RA'TE;-  COMPARABILITY  FACTOR. 

Local  hirth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population. 

These  populations  are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and 
comprise  persons  of  all  ages,  including  those  who  have  no  influence 
on  the  birth  rate.  These  latter  do,  hov/ever  affect  the  birth  rate 
in  that  a high  proportion  of  them  in  a population  tends  to  lower, 
and  a small  proportion  tends  to  raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of 
this  proportion  will  vary  in  different  areas  and  therefore,  the 
elimination  or  standardization  of  such  a factor  v/ill  give  a truer 
comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a comparability  factor  on  these 
lines.  Multiplication  of  the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the 
comparability  factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be 
cc:::p^red  ith  the  crude  r.-.tc  for  Emglmid  ;.nd  Vi/ales. 

The  coLipar ability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a similar 
way  to  the  above.  The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid 
increase  or  reduction  in  the  population  materially  affect  its 
comparison  by  sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that  account. 
Death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are  adjusted  to  take  account 
of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.  Birth 
rate  area  con^arability  factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account  of 
the  presence  of  sterile  populations  in  institutions  for  the  mentally 
ill  or  mentally  deficient.

This  matter  is  of  good  organic  quality  and  the  bacterial  condition 
is  very  satisfactory.  The  total  hardness  approximates  to  22°  Clark 
of  which  about  14°  is  temporary  in  nature.

Sewerag:e  Disposal 

The  Sev;erage  Disposal  YVorhs  are  situated  at  Ollands  Plantation 
Hillside  Road,  East.  Two  Suh-s tat ions , one  in  Boyscott  Lane, 
and  the  other  at  the  Falcon  Bridge,  operate  to  lift  sewerage  from 
the  low  lying  areas  of  the  town  to  the  Disposal  works. 

The  majority  of  the  town  is  adequately  sewered,  hut  there  are  a 
few  properties  not  so  provided  which  are  situated  in  isolated 
positions  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  or  are  at  levels  ¥\fhich 
do  not  permit  their  being  connected  to  the  mains.  Drainage  is 
only  pcirtly  separate,  and  during  heavy  rainfall  many  of  the  foul 
sewers  were  loaded  beyond  their  capacity  and  particularly  so  at 
the  East  end  of  the  town.  A major  scheme  to  instal  a 12"  relief 
sewer  was  completed  towards  the  end  of  1S60  to  remedy  drainage 
problems  which  freg_uently  occurred  between  Mile  End  to  Dukes  Bridge, 
this  new  drain  nov/  takes  the  entire  flov/  from  the  Annis  Hill  Estate 
which  formerly  discharged  into  the  Beccles  Road  Se?/er  main  and  has 
proved  most  successful. 

The  Printing  Yiforks  have  continued  to  be  most  co-operative  and  have 
undertalcen  major  works  to  divert  surface  rmter  into  surface  drains, 
where  formally  they  were  connected  to  the  sewers.  Steady  progress 
continues  to  be  maintained  in  reducing  the  quantity  of  rainwater 
which  enters  the  foul  sewers,  and  property  owners  have  on  the  v/hole 
been  most  co-operative.  However  much  remains  to  be  done  in  this 
field,  but  a careful  w’atch  on  future  building  development,  and  tactful 
persuasion  of  property  oY/ners  to  remove  surface  drains  from  sewers 
when  ever  arainage  v/ork  is  undertaken,  should  in  time  achieve  the 
desired  conditions,

Night  soil  is  collected  each  Wednesday  evening  from  6 dwellings,  a 
reduction  of  1 over  the  previous  year.  Every  effort  v/ill  be  made 
to  end  this  medieval  form  of  Sanitation,  and  where  possible  propert3^ 
owners  will  be  advised  regarding  the  installation  of  septic  tanks.

One  attendant  is  employed  full  time  at  the  Disposal  V/orks  and  he  is 
assisted  half  time  by  the  Rodent  Operator.  A quantity  of  dried 
sludge  was  taken  during  the  year  for  use  at  a tree  nursery,  but 
generally  the  disposal  of  this  valuable  fertilizer  presents  as  big 
a problem  as  ever. 

Collection  and  Disposal  _o_f  House  Refuse. 

Collection  is  carried  out  weekly  from  all  dwellings  within  the 
Urban  district.  Refuse  is  also  collected  from  business  premises  each 
Saturday  morning.  Disposal  is  made  into  a tip  v/hich  is  hired  from 
Loddon  Rural  District  Council,  and  v/hich  is  situated  in  Ditchingham. 
Tipping  is  controlled  and  adequate  coverage  is  given.  Refuse 
collection  is  performed  by  two  men  full  time  and  the  assistance  of  one 
extra  each  Saturday  moring,  the  need  for  another  tip  is  becoming  of 
paramount  importance. 

Prevent ion  of  Damage  oy  Pest  Act,  1949c 

The  fulfi'  ment  of  the  Councils  responsibility  under  this  Act  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  One  rodent 
operator  is  employed  half  time.  Disinfestation  of  sev/ers  is  carried 
out  at  six  monthly  intervals  by  a reciprocal  assistance  arrangement 
between  myself  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Borough  of 
Beccles . 

Foul  sewers  were  treated  at  6 monthly  intervals  and  the  general 
method  of  treatment  v/as  v/ith  the  use  of  "Yi/arfarin"  to  vi^hich  Para- 
I'Titro  -phenol  was  added.  The  aegree  of  rat  infestation  in  sewers 
generally  continued  to  be  of  only  a very  minor  nature,  and  this 
hapi^y  state  I submit  is  the  direct  result  of  continuous  periodical 
treatment  over  the  past  thirteen  years.  Business  premises  have 
received  routine  insi:ections  for  evidence  of  rat  or  mice  infestation, 
and  private  dwellings  were  inspected  as  and  when  requested  by  either 
the  occupant  of  the  owner.
